PORT COLBORNE — 
There was a lot of history 
packed into 12 acres of the 
Learn Heritage Farm in 
Sherkston last weekend as 
the Niagara Antique Power 
Association held its 39th 
annual show. 

The oldest item on the 
association’s grounds dated 
back to at least 1890, with 
the newest dating back to the 
early 1960s, said Reg Tufford, 
association president. 

The antique item from the 
1890s was a hot air engine, 
which uses the expansion 
and contraction air of under 
the influence of a tempera¬ 
ture change to convert ther¬ 
mal energy into mechanical 
work. The newest item on 
display, said Tufford, would 
have been a tractor from the 
1960s.

Members, there are 230 right now 
with more each day, come from across 
Niagara and as far away as Pennsylvania 
and Bracebridge, Ont. Three of the 
newest members are in their teens and 
early 20s, bringing youth into the asso¬ 
ciation to help carry on the traditions. 

One member on hand for the show 
was Elmer Neufeld, of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, who was running a steam engine 
that was operating three machines. 

Neufeld said the steam engine had 
a boiler rated for 10 h.p. which could 
easily run the com sheller, com cracker 
and hay/corn cutter, all at the same 

“These machines are between 90 and 
100 years old,” he said. 


Growing up on a farm, Neufeld recalls 
using a hay/com cutting machine. 

He said those machines and the 
steam engine helped cut down labour 
not only on farms, but factories as well. 

“They were labour-saving devices," 
he said. 

Though members like Neufeld 
are very knowledgeable about their 
machines, every now and then a visitor 
will show or tell them something they 
didn't know, Tufford said. 

He learned that a 1940s chainsaw 
that he had, had a lever that would turn 
the blade so the saw didn’t have to be 
turned to cut.

In the last six years, all of the 
funds were directed to the hos¬ 
pital. It was also six years ago 
that Lallouet’s one grandson was 
admitted to the hospital. 

That gave him a first-hand look 
at the facility and the care the doc¬ 
tors and nurses put toward their 
patients. 

“They're wonderful people at 
the hospital and they really care 
about their patients.” 

Lallouet hoped to raise at least 
$5,000 for the hospital on Sunday 
through gate admissions. 

“It would be great if we could 
get above that,” he said, adding 
the most ever raised was $10,000 
one year. 

While the father and son spend 
six months of the year going to car 
shows and meets to raise aware¬ 


ness of Canal Fest, the day of the 
event they have a lot of volunteers. 

"We have about 30 people on 
the grounds who help us and who 
judge the cars. Our family is here, 
but we get people we don’t even 
know coming up to us ... they just 
want to help out. They know that 
we don’t keep any of the money, it 
all goes to the hospital.” 

With 250 pre-registered cars, 
the limit of the show, volunteers 
help organize them into one of 34 
classes spread out across the park 
which sits right alongside Lock 8 
of the Welland Canal. 

Out of all the cars that do come 
to the show from across Ontario, 
New York and beyond, Lallouet 


said there’s about a 30% turn over 
each year. 

"People want to get into this show 
and it helps keep the show fresh.” 

Some people don’t come 
back to the show because they’d 
sold their cars or had another 
commitment. 

Gord Gibbs and Jakkie 
Harrington have been to the show 
about five shows. They didn’t 
attend some because they had no 
car to show at the time. 

Gibbs had a 1928 Essex that he 
brought to the show, but later sold

\/\/ ainfleet is currently looking at instituting development 
V V charges that could be some of the highest in Niagara if 
a proposed report is accepted and passed by council. 

Residential development charges would be $6,714, making 
it the fifth highest in Niagara and surrounding area, and 
nonresidential development charges could be $3.96 a square 
foot, making it the third highest 

Both rates are only proposals at this stage. They came in 
a report from Watson and Associates, who was hired by the 
township to come up with the rates. 

Development charges are a way for municipalities to recover 
capital costs associated with residential and non-residential 
growth. Those capital costs can cover such things as roads, 
sidewalks, streetlights, fire protection and administration. Cook 
said all municipalities can impose the fees which are calculated 
on the type and amount of growth that takes place. 

One resident told council he’s opposed to die charges and 
called them a tax grab. The resident, it turns out, is a developer 
as well, so he has a vested interest in development charges. 

While the fees set out in the report are high, we're hopeful 
council will look at them more closely and bring them down a bit. 

If the rates are too high, developers, new homes builders and 
new businesses may think twice about moving to Wainfleet. 
They’ll go where the costs are less. 

IfWainfleet can find a good balance on the charges, we’re 
sure people will still come to the area to build. 

We do understand the need for development charges. As 
much as people don’t like, new residential and nonresidential 
growth does add a strain on to existing systems of a 
municipality. 

While Wainfleet doesn’t have water and sewer lines to run 
into new subdivisms, those subdivisions require new roads. 
Those new roads mean more upkeep for a municipality, 
whether it be snow plowing or regular maintenance. It’s not just 
roads, fire services and town administration feel an additional 
strain with an increase in homes.

The idea for the show 
came 17 years ago when A1

for a good cause. The pair 
has been putting on the show 
every year since and has 
raised more than $100,000 for 
charity. 

All proceeds from this 
year’s event will benefit Sick 
Kids Hospital. 

Lallouet said he and his 
son begin preparations for 
the show every January and 
travel to similar car shows 
to promote their event. 


While the pair does all of the 
preparations themselves, 
they have a crew of about 
30 volunteers on show day 
to help keep things running 
smoothly. 

“It’s been very good,” 
Lallouet said of the show. 
“We’ve got some really nice 

He said this year’s event 
was well attended by the 
public and that bringing in 

to the show gave viewers a 
chance to see something 
different than they might be 
used to. 

Canal Fest is unlike other 
car shows because it sees the 
cars divided into classes by 
model and year. Each class 
is parked accordingly so 
that viewers can find exactly 
what they are looking for. 
This year’s show featured

PORT COLBORNE — There 
were steady crowds all week¬ 
end long for the fifth Flavours 
of Niagara Food, Wine and 
Music Festival, said the city's 
special events co-ordinator. 

“Flavours was absolutely 
fabulous,” Allaina Kane said 
Sunday afternoon as the 
three-day festival started to 
wind down. She estimated 
the crowds that passed 
through the gates at H.H. 
Knoll Lakeview Park to be 
somewhere in the neighbour¬ 
hood of 15,000 people. 

Kane said Saturday night 
was especially busy as More 
Bad News and the Horns 
from Hell, a popular Niagara 
band, drew in a large number 
of supporters. 

“They (the band) brought 
out a wonderful crowd that 
was happy to be there." 

Kane said vendors were 
reporting brisk business 
throughout the weekend 
and were close to being out 
of food at the end of Sunday. 
Some vendors had to send 
people back to their restau¬ 
rants or make phone calls to 
have more food brought in 
on Friday and Saturday. 

"It was really nice to see 
them so busy. There were no 
complaints from any of the 
vendors.” 

Kane said many people 
commented on the atmo¬ 


sphere of the event, which 
benefitted from the sun shin¬ 
ning all weekend and a good 
breeze coming in off Lake 
Erie. 

“There were a lot of com¬ 
ments about the variety of 
food and the setup. We’re 
looking at bringing in a few 
more vendors next year to 
offer more variety,” she said. 

Two of those who com¬ 
mented about the food were 
Mike and iolene Adamo, who 
came down from Niagara 
Falls to check out the festival. 
They’d heard about it through 
Bryan Theal, vendor co-ordi- 
nator for the event.

Mike was sampling 
Caribbean Flavah’s curry 
goat, rice and salad and said 
it was good. It was something 
he's never had before. 

Jolene was trying a pulled 
pork slider from Hank 
Daddy’s Barbecue. 

"It’s good,” she said. 

Frank Caputo, of Hank 
Daddy’s Barbecue in Maple, 
north of Toronto, said 
Flavours is one of the better 
festivals he’s attended. “The 
people are very friendly from 
the top on down. The orga¬ 
nizers are great and every¬ 
thing is set up for you.” 

The only problem he 
encountered, as did other 


vendors, was the demand for 
their items was so high, they 
ran completely out of food at 
7:30 p.m. Friday. 

Caputo said that at other 
festivals, that would usually 
elicit a not-so-nice response 
from those waiting, but at 
Flavours the crowd was very 

understanding.” 

It’s the second year for the 
vendor at the show and he 
hopes to be back next year. 

Kerrie Sammut of Fort Erie 
was grabbing some food from 
Hank Daddy’s as well, but said 
she’d sampled others as well. 

“The pork is so good,” she 
said as she ate a pulled-pork 
parfait. 

Sammut, a former Port 
Colborne resident, had also 
tried food from The Smokin’ 
Buddha and said it was “great.” 

Gary and Sharon Parfitt 
came down from Welland 
and said they try not to miss 
the event. 

They too were both digging 
into a puiled-pork parfait. 

“Oh, my goodness,” said 
Sharon as she took a bite. 

Gary Parfitt said the two 
had also tried grilled shrimp 
from The Rex Hotel, based in 
Welland.

■ ROAD NAME: Consent needed for name change 

Border conflict between 
Port Colborne, Wainfleet

PORT COLBORNE - Chief admin¬ 
istrative officer Rob Heil said Wainfleet 
overstepped its authority when choos¬ 
ing a new name for Townline Rd. 

“Wainfleet can’t change the name 
without the consent of the City of Port 
Colborne,” he said. 

At a recent council meeting, Heil 
said decisions with respect to traffic 
control and signage on roads along the 
municipal border must be approved by 
both municipal councils, and Wainfleet 
did not discuss the new signs with Port 
Colborne prior to changing the signs. 

The township installed new signs 
along its side of the road this spring, 
identifying it as “Port Colborne 
Wainfleet Townline Rd. N.” from Forks 
Rd. and “Port Colborne Wainfleet 
Townline Rd. S.” from Hwy. 3. Signs 
on the Port Colborne side still say 
Townline Rd. 

Wainfleet CAO Scott Luey said Heil 
is correct that the township can’t uni¬ 
laterally change the name of a border 
road. But, Luey added, the township 
didn’t do that — owther than to add 
the “S." and “N.” at the end to clearly 
indicate the location. 

Luey said the name Port Colborne 
Wainfleet Townline Rd. is the same 
name that has historically been on the 
township's records. "We’re just putting 
the word 'south’ on the end.” 

During the council meeting, Heil 
— who was CAO of Wainfleet prior to 
Luey — said as far as Port Colborne 
is concerned, the name of the road 
remains Townline Rd. 

“That’s the name in Port Colborne 
and it was the name in Wainfleet,”

he said, adding 
Wainfleet's bylaw to 
add the new signs 
“really doesn't mean 
anything at this 
point." 

“I’m not going 
to give my views 
with respect to 
legal advice, but if 
there’s an accident 
or something along 
that road and some¬ 
body's trying to go 
to Wainfleet Port 
Colborne or whatever 
they called it, there 
may be some liability 
there,” Heil said. 

But Luey said 
“safety” was the 
reason the township 
looked at street name 
changes throughout 
the community. He said Wainfleet, for 
instance, previously had Townline Rds. 
at its border with Port Colborne as well 
as its border with Dunnville, which 
could lead to confusion among emer¬ 
gency responders. 

The changes were made at the sug¬ 
gestion of the township’s former fire 
chief, Tom Cartwright, who is currendy 
Port Colbome’s chief, Luey added. 

"We want to be good neighbours. We 
want to do everything the right way and 
get along and everything,” Luey added. 

Heil said Port Colborne’s name for 
the road will not change unless city 
council decides to change it. 

And if someone living on the Port 
Colborne side of the street receives 
notice of the name change, "the notice 
is illegal,’' Heil added.

Wainfleet looking into 
development charges 


■ BUILDING: Stricter signage bylaw sought 

Mayor: ‘Quite frankly, 
it looks like crap’ 


WAINFLEET - The town¬ 
ship could end up with some 
of the highest development 
charges in Niagara if a pro¬ 
posed report is accepted and 
passed by council. 

Residential development 
charges would be $6,714, 
making it the fifth highest 
in Niagara and surround¬ 
ing area, and nonresiden- 
tial development charges 
could be $3.96 a square foot, 
making it the third highest. 

Both rates are only propos¬ 
als at this stage. 

Those charges would be 
nothing short of a tax grab, 
one resident told aldermen 
last week as Jamie Cook, an 


economist with Watson and 
Associates, presented his 
firm's draft report. 

Frank Memme, a Deeks 
Rd. resident, told council he’s 
totally against development 
charges. 

“Since Day 1 they have 
been a tax grab for all 
municipalities.” 

Memme spoke for nearly 
40 minutes about the pro¬ 
posed development charges, 
saying they were unfair to 
people building new homes 
and those in the non-residen- 
tial sector. 

Development charges 
are a way for municipali¬ 
ties to recover capital costs 
associated with residential 
and non-residential growth. 
Those capital costs can cover

such things as roads, side¬ 
walks, streetlights, fire pro¬ 
tection and administration. 
Cook said all municipalities 
can impose the fees which 
are calculated on the type 
and amount of growth that 
takes place. 

The township 
has huge costs 
and very little revenue 
sources. As costs go up, 
where do we generate 
that revenue?” 

Wainfleet Aid. David Wyatt 

His firm looked at growth 
forecasts for Wainfleet for 
the next 10 to 20 years and it 
showed a population increase 
of 595 people in 10 years and 
1,147 in 20 years. The number 
of residential homes will 
increase by 270 in 10 years 
and 525 in 20 years. 

Aid. Betty Konc said it 
is a huge document to look 
through — it’s 129 pages long 
— and she wondered what 
would happen if the growth 
figures did not pan out as 
predicted. 

“We can revisit the growth 
plan and see if it should be 
revised upwards or down¬ 


wards,” Cook said, noting a 
development charge bylaw 
typically has a span of five 
years. 

Aid. David Wyatt said 
development charges are a 
double-edged sword and they 
have pros and cons. He said 
they are one way of generat¬ 
ing revenue, even though it is 
a one-time only generation. 

“The township has huge 
costs and very little revenue 
sources. As costs go up, where 
do we generate that revenue?” 

Wyatt said the township 
could raise taxes, but no one 
wants that. 

"No one wants develop¬ 
ment charges, but everyone 
has an expectation of services 
they think are free, but there 
are costs associated with 
those services," he said. 

Andrew Watts applauded 
council on its decision to look 
at development charges. He 
said it fits in with everything 
else council has been doing 
since the start of its term. 
He suggested council slap 
large development charges 
on industrial wind turbines. 
Watts has spoken against pro¬ 
posed turbines in Wainfleet 
in the past 

“If they (wind companies) 
can make a profit, why can’t 
you,” he said.

PORT COLBORNE - 
Mayor Vance Badawey isn’t 
about to allow a building to 
continue looking “like crap” 
on a street where almost $6 
million is being spent on a 
beautification project. 

Linda Sloat, president 
of the Gateway Business 
Improvement Area, was at 
a recent council meeting, 
asking councillors to put 
stricter signage bylaws in 
place within the community 
improvement plan (CIP) area 
along Main St 

“There has been millions 
of dollars spent on the Main 
St. CIP, and you can see when 
you drive down there that 
numerous businesses are 
spending thousands of dol¬ 
lars to fix up their buildings." 

In the midst of that, she 
said, there is one building 
that has been boarded up for 
10 years, “with multiple signs 
on it advertising a business 
that is not at that location.” 

She said it’s bringing down 
the value of neighbouring 
properties. 

Sloat said other communi¬ 
ties have bylaws in place to 
stop “vacant buildings to be 
used as billboards,” and she 
asked Port Colborne to adopt 
a similar policy. 

City council instructed 
planner Dan Aquilina to 
research sign bylaws in other 
communities to deal with 
such problems. 

Badawey knew the property 
she was referring to, although 
the building was not identi¬ 
fied during die meeting. 

He said it’s a problem that 


has “gone on long enough.” 

“Quite frankly, it looks like 
crap. Bottom line,” Badawey 
said. “To condone that kind 
of activity in our community 
is just simply unacceptable.” 

He said almost $6 million 
is being invested in the area, 
and the city has taken a “big 
step forward with the work 
that we’ve done in that part 
of the community.” 

"To stop short by allowing 
this type of activity to happen 
is taking a step backwards," 
Badawey 





“There are going to be 
some hard decisions we have 
to make, but quite frankly the 
person sitting in this chair is 
prepared to make them,” he 
said. “If I’m going to be criti¬ 
cized than so be it.” 

Ward 3 Coun. Bea Kenny 
said the building is used for 
storage for a business in Port 
Colborne, and because the 
same company owns the 
building the company has the 
right to put a sign up adver¬ 
tising it. 

Aquilina said the city’s 
existing bylaws allow for the 
types of signs currently on 
the building. 

The owner of the building 
did not return a phone call to 
InPort News.

Arson suspected in fire

WAINFLEET — Firefighters and 
tanker trucks from Haldimand County 
and Port Colborne assisted Wainfleet 
firefighters in battling a house fire in 
front of Lakewood Camp early last 
Saturday morning. 

Wainfleet fire Chief Chris Cole said 
arson is suspected as the cause of the 
fire at the home, which was formerly 
the residence of the camp administra¬ 
tor and which was unoccupied at the 

“There was no hydro or other ser¬ 
vices in the home,” said Cole. 

Firefighters were first called out at 
2:17 a.m. and were on scene until 8:10 
a.m. extinguishing the blaze. 

Twenty-four Wainfleet firefighters, 
nine Haldimand County firefighters 
and two Port Colborne firefighters were 
at the call, said the chief. 

"I asked Haldimand for manpower 
because its station is closer than Port 
Colborne’s.” 

Haldimand County Station #7 is on 
North Shore Dr. in Lowbanks, only 
eight kilometres from the fire scene. 

When Wainfleet firefighters first 


arrived on scene, they went into the 
home, which has sat empty of years 
now, but the chief pulled them out after 
it became too dangerous for them to 
remain inside. 

The whole home was eventu¬ 
ally pulled down by machinery upon 
the fire chief's request due to safety 
reasons. 

"We knew where the fire started and 
we took pictures.” 

Cole said a call was placed to the 
Ontario Fire Marshal’s office and 
Niagara Regional Police due to the sus¬ 
picious nature of the fire. 

“We do suspect arson,” he said, 
adding police would be taking over the 
investigation of the fire. 

Asked if there was concern over more 
fires at the former Easter Seals Camp 
due to the number of remaining build¬ 
ings on site, and that a fire was set there 
last year, Cole said there would be a 
meeting between the township and the 
property owner. 

Last year’s fire was set in the main 
hall of the former camp. That hall is still 
standing. 

Cole said the owner of the prop¬ 
erty was to put a fence up around the 
remains of the fire.

Rain slows Wainfleet road work

WAINFLEET — Paving and resur¬ 
facing of roads in the township is well 
underway, director of operations Greg 
Wuisman told council last week 

Wuisman spoke about the roads 
after Aid. Betty Konc said she received a 
number of angry complaints about Golf 
Course and Rathfon Rds. 

"People want assurances the treatment 
(on the road) will get better” Konc said. 

Wuisman said both roads were 
recently treated with an emulsion and 
aggregate, commonly called tar and chip, 
and while the Rathfon Rd. treatment was 
successful, there was a problem with Golf 
Course Rd. 

“We had a heavy rainfall on Golf 
Course Rd. before the emulsion had 
cured and it was washed away. The 
contractor contacted the Ministry of 
Environment and took corrective action 
right away.” 

He said the emulsion (tar) that washed 
off the road was removed by the contrac¬ 
tor and more aggregate (stone) was put 
down to absorb the emulsion. 

Though both roads, and a section of 
Augustine Rd., seem like gravel roads 
because of the treatment, Wuisman said 
they aren’t 

There is loose stone on the roads, but 
it will be compacted as more cars and 


trucks drive over it 

“We rely on cars and trucks ... they 
push the stone into the emulsion. It will 
look like a gravel road for a couple of 
weeks.” He said in about a month the 
road surface will look like a paved road 
and people won’t be able to tell the dif¬ 
ference between the before and after, 
other than the cracks in the road being 
gone and the surface being smooth once 

Wuisman said both Golf Course and 
Rathfon Rds. were originally what are 
called hot-mix asphalt surfaces, but were 
resurfaced by the emulsion and aggre¬ 
gate treatment 

“To do hot-mix asphalt we would have 
had to mill and grind the roads up.” 

A hot-mix asphalt treatment, which 
also includes building an underlying 
base, of those roads and others in the 
township would have increased costs 
beyond what is in the roads budget for 
this year. 

Wuisman said Augustine Rd. will have 
its base torn up and replaced, but no 
hot-mix asphalt will be used. He said the 
emulsion and aggregate replacement will 
be just as good as the original road. 

Other roads in the township receiv¬ 
ing the emulsion and aggregate treat¬ 
ment this year include Walnut Hill, 
Summerland, Dreamland, First and 
Second Sts., Fowler Rd, Hawk Rd. and 
Clarendon St East.
